ETEORIC TERAH 
HOOLEY IN HOLE. 

[ANOTHER LONDON PROMOTER 
UP AGAINST THE LAW. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—AM.) 

LONDON, May 10.—Ernest Terah 
Hooley, whose meteoric career and 
company promotions a few years age 
astonished the finaficial wor!l,. wes 
arrested today on the charge of con- 
spiracy to defraud. Hooley's colossal 
bankruptcy and the proceedings aris- 
ing therefrom were the sensation of 
1898. Since then he has been connected 
with various promotions, some of which 
led to court proceedings. 

Henry J. Laweon, another company 
promotor, Was also arrested today in 
connection with the Hooley. charges. 

Hooley and Lawson were subsequent- 
ly brought up at Bow ‘street Police 
Court, counsel for the prosecation, 
which is undertaken by the public 
prosecutor, saying the prisoners were 
charged with defrauding A. J. Prine of 
$60,000 by selling him shares in Siberian 
gold mings and other worthless con- 
cerns, Further charges, counsel added, 
would probably follow. 

The magistrate offered to accept bail 
in $60,000 each, but that of Hooley was 
finally fixed at $40,000, Lawson's bail | 
Was fixed at $60,000, with three sure- 
ties, who have not been found, so Law- 
son remains in custody. 


A receiving order in ban was 
jesued against Ernest Terah Hooley | 
June 8, 1598. Hooley at that time was 


the biggest company promoter in Great 
Britain. He was prominently interest- 
ed in bicycle, land and meat extraction 
concerns and was supposed to be a 
muiti-millionaire. He reached the pin- 
nacle of his prominence in 1896, when 
he promoted a tire-company, as the 
result of which he was supposed to 
have cleared $12,500,000. At that time 
he was living a sort of Cofint of Monte 
Cristo existence, buying. yachts and 
race horses and a number of historic 
country seats. 

The announcement of the 8 
proceedings against Hooley caused a 
great sensation in London, though in 
the best-informed quarters his failure 
had been expected for some time ow- 
ing to his inability to float 4 large 
Chinese loan. Eventually Hooley was 
adjudged bankrupt. The capitais of the 
companies promoted by Hooley up to 
1898 aggregated $65,000,000. August 10, 
last, application was made to a Lon- 
don magistrate for a warrant for the 
arrest of Hooley on the charge of 
fraudulently and by false pretenses ob- 
taining signatures to checks and bills 
of exchange amounting to over $650,000. 
The magistrate reserved his decision.

WRECKING CREW’S WORK. 

Particulars gre given in a dis- 
patch from Chicago of a rather unique 
exploit by trades-unionists of that city, 
by which they managed to indicate 
their “disapproval” of the employ- 
ment of non-unionists in a manner 
somewhat unusual but not genericaliy 
“A Chicago labor-union 
wrecking crew.“ according to the dis- 
patch, on Sunday night “evaded, po- 
lice and special officers at Morgan

Park and demolished the interior of 


the handsome residence of A. B. Hel- 
independent 
workmen. Every-vestige of the inte- 
rier woodwork,” it is added, “was 
wrecked with axes and chisels.” 
Morgan Park. as most people know, 
is a suburb of Chicago. There are 
no labor unions in Morgan Park, but 
because of threats of violence from 
Citleago labor-union thugs, the non- 
union carpenters employed on the Hel- 
ler bullding carried arms and were 
Sworn in as special officers to protect 
themselves in case of necessity. The 
Unign thugs took good care not to go 
up against men prepared to protect 
themeecives, but sneaked in under 
cover of darkness, when the building 
was deserted and unprotected, to com- 
mit their dastardiy acts of vandalism. 
It is dificult to characterize such 
an outrage as this without using lan- 
guage which might be construed as of- 
fensive. These union vandais had not 
the remotest right to enter the prem- 
ises at all. They lived in an adjoin- 
ing town, and had no claim whatever 
upon: the owner and builder of the 
house, who had a perfect right to em- 
ploy non-union men, if he saw fit, to 
Go the work. The wrecking of the 
house was prompted by motives the 
t malicious that can be conceived, 
a it was a crime which ought, in 
justice, to send each of the partici 
pants to the pefhitentiary for a term 
of years, if their identity. can be fixed. 
Wanton destruction. of property is 
only a degree less heinous than the 
taking of life. Both are serious 
crimes against the peace and well-be- 
ing of the community; yet labor union- 
iste are frequently guilty of one or the 
Other of these crimes, or of both. 
This is a fact so familiar and so well 
established that it need not be dwelt 
upon. The frequency with which 
trades-unionists resort to nearly all 
crimes in the calendar, in the prosécu- 
tion of their nefarious warfare against 
non-unionists (and also against 80 
clety, for all crime is warfare against 
society.) is rightly serving to bring 
public condemnation upon organiza- 
tions which countenance such crim- 


mal practices. Crimes similar to that 


above noted are more or less preva- 
lent wherever.the blight of trades- 
Anon domination has fallen. A 
Wholesome public sentiment could not 
Go otherwise than to condemn men 
end organizations guilty of these crim- 
inal practices. 
Unfortunately, those who perpe- 
trate such crimes too often escape 
Punishment, through the laxness of 
subservient courts and executive offi- 


als. But this fact does not mitigate 


the enormity of their offense nor thc 
severity of public condemnation. 

The verdici of public condemnation 
is just. Trades-unionism has brought 
this verdict upon itself by reason of 
its multiform crimes and misdemean- 
ors. Soner or later, public opinion 
will do one of two things for trades- 
unionism—reform it or crush it. 


OPE WHERE HOPE HAD FLED. 
H Missourians in California who 
have not heard from “home” lately 
will be surprised and possibly shocked 
to learn that in all human probability 
that old Democratic State will go Re- 
publican in November next. The rea- 


sons for such assumption are not volu- 


minous or partisan. They rise out 
of conditions created alone by the 
Democratic party of Missouri, and the 
prospect of defeat is just as real and 
visible to that organization as to the 
hitherto handful of . Republicans who 
have been fighting their ancient en- 
emy so long and so hopelessly. 
Cirenit Attorney Folk of St. Louis 
has been prosecuting legislative and 
municipal boodlers with almost incx- 
cusable disr@garad of Democratic per- 
sonages. He has invaded the camp of 


>° the State machine itself and insisted 


that a big Democratic boodler was no 
more entitled to leniency than a lit- 
tle Democratic boodler. Such politi- 
cal blindness. could only result in an- 
tagdtising the State machine to any 
aspirations which Mr. Folk might have 
for himself. On the other hand, it at- 
fracted to his support the mass of 
Misseert-Demecratic voters, the com- 
mon Democrats”’—and it must be con- 
fessed that some of the Democrats in 
that State are dreadfully “common.” 


Mr. Folk decided he would like to be 
Governor. The machine decided that 
he must not receive the nomination. 
Harry B. Hawes, the political power in 
St. Louis, and James Reed, the politi- 
cal power in Kansas City, were 
brought out as candidates against Mr. 
Folk, and the campaign in Missouri 
since last November has been hotter 
than anything the Democrats ever 
took hold of. But the machine had 
lost its grip. Hawes and Reed have 
already closed their headquarters and 
left the field to Folk. 

Now comes the Republican opportu- 
nity. During the past ten or twelve 
years the Democratic majority in 
Missouri has steadily decreased, until 
at the election of four years ago the 
party saved itself only by the vote in 
St. Louis and Kansas City. This vote 
is now antagonistic to the country 
vote, and, of course, antagonistic to 
Mr. Folk, who will be the Democratic 
nominee for Governor. The election 
of Folk would mean the retirement 
from office of every present Demo- 


member of the party organization, 
State and county. In every county 
where a Folk delegation has been 
elected, the old leaders have been 
kicked out of the county commitee, 
out of the nominations and out of 
leadership. 


ing Democrats, who have given up 
hope of defeating Folk for the nomi- 
nation, will unite to defeat him for 
election. Their own political exis- 
tence depends upon his defeat. The 
election of a Republican ts now their 
sole aim and hope. To defeat Folk 
after his nomination will strengthen 
the Democratic State and county \ma- 
chinery and give it another chance, 
while, if Folk is elected, this m n- 
ery, will pass forever out of power, 
giving place to Folk’s own pe 
friends, who will constitute a * 
machine. The active Democrats of 
Missouri are declaring they will 
meet the emergency by “going fishing“ 
on election day, leaving St. Louis, Kan- 
gas City and St. Joseph to give large 
Republican majorities and thereby 
turning the State over to the Republl- 
can party. For once in their lives 
they will be gaged-——unwittingly, 
perhaps, but the less surely— 
in a work of patriotism unusual in 
that old Bourbon State. 


E PEACE OF JERUSALEM. 

There can be no doubt that, when. 
the old spirit of militant antagonism 
against the Roman Church flamed up 
ir. Monday's session of the Methodist 
General Conference, a feeling of sin- 
cere regret went over the whole coun- 
try, and the whole world, as well. 
Methodists themselves will regret it, 
perhaps, the most of all. Doubtless 
Catholics have been pained by it, and 
it is a certainty that Christian denomi- 
nations unaffiliated with either Ca- 
tholicism or Methodism will not view 
the incident with any degree of pleas- 
ure. That a large element in the 
conference itself disapproves of an 
expression of severe criticism of any 
sister denomination was made appar- 
ent by the many prompt and emphatic 
expressions of discouragement. The 
consolation to be had from the circum- 
Stance is that, the whole matter hav- 
ing been referred back to committee, 
no more will be heard from it. 

It is not so long ago that the Cath- 
olic Church. in mourning the loss of 
its great Exemplar, Leo XIII, was 
deeply affected by the heartfelt uni- 
versal expressions of sympathy and 
regret that welled up from the hearts 
of Christians of every shade of opin. 
ion; from Jews and Mohammedans, be- 
lievers and unbelievers, alike. And 
it was at that time that thére rose in 
his pulpit, somewhere back in an 
Eastern State, a Methodist m 4 
who delivered a eulogy on Leo t 
thrilled the people's hearts from sea to 
sea. It was not so much that one 
good man should render just praise 


to another who had honestly differed 


from him in questions of doctriral 
faith that the souls of men were giad- 
dened, but more because they felt that

The results of yesterday's Repub- | 


Hean County Convention at Riverside 


are very gratifying to all good people. 


not only those directly concerned, but 
all others who have been anxiously 
waiting to see what would be done 
with the Riverside gang. The first 
and most important action of the con- 
vention was the complete, unqualified, 
and decisive repudiation of the Hays 
gang. Hays himself was not present— 


a fact which shows that he and his 


supporters had not, tn the last. resort, 
the hardihood to do that which they 
had threatened to do. From start 
to finish the convention was strongly 
anti-Hays in everything. Senator Bard 
was enthusiastically indorsed, and the 
convention nominee for Assemblyman 
was squarely instructed to vote for 


his reélection. This action practically - 


places Senator Bard directly before 
the State for reélection, and adds that 
much more to the strength of his po- 
sition. Miguel Estudillo, a strong 
anti-Hays man; was nominated for 
Assemblyman by an overwhelming 
majority. Harry Bantz, another op- 
ponent of the Hays crowd, was nom- 
inated for Supervisor in the Third 
district. A. F. Johnson defeated 
Frank A. Miller for the nomination for 
delegate-at-large.to the State and 
Congress conventions by a large ma- 
jority, because Miller’s soundness ap- 
pears to have been doubted by the 
as the delegateat-large to the Sena- 
torial convention between Orange and 
Riverside counties. Congressman Dan- 
lels, whose name was incinded with 
others, received an oblique indorse- 
ment. State Senator Caldwell and his 
course in the Legislature were strong- 
ly indorsed, and a resolution was 
adopted askimg Orange county Re- 
publicans to accept his candidacy. | 
President Roosevelt's administration 
was approved and his renomination 
favored; and Gov. Pardee and Senator 
Perkins were also indorsed. 

In crushing the Hays gang, as was 
done in the Republican convention 
yesterday, the good people of River- 
side have done exactly what it has 
been believed they would do at the 
first opportunity. Yesterday the Re- 
publican party was given a chance to 
purge itself of corruptionists and 
crush the infamous gang headed by 
the bank wrecker and his lieutenants. 
And their task was well and faith- 
fully . The convention was 
not in the slightest degree tainted 
with Haysism, and its action must be 
accepted as final notice to grafters, 
political conspirators, official corrup- 
tionists and rascals generally that 
Riverside is done with them, emphati- 
cally, and for all time. 

Congressman Daniels, although he 
received the nominal indorsement he 
asked, can find small gratification in 
it. It wholly lacked spontaneity and 
enthusiasm, and the silence which 
greeted the mention of his name was 
indicative of anything but intention 
to support him again for Congress. 
Had he been named alone he would 
almost certainly have failed of in- 
dorsement, so strong is the belief in 
his district that he is a dead one.

It was enthusiastic, unequiv- 
ocal and strong.

Sun: The matter of making a paper spool 
that would be equal if not superior to 
the wooden spool has been studied for 
many years, and the American Thread 
Company has spent considerable money 
in experiments in this direction. Until 
recently all schemes failed on account 
of the heavy pressure on a spool while 
in the winding machine. Some time 
ago the officers of the concern believed 
that they had found a good practical 
substitute for the large wooden spool. 
It is made of paper. is much lighter 
than the wooden makes a 
great saving in freight. But still it 
has its disadvantages.

Un- 
like other paper ls which are made 
from wet paper, this, one is made from 
»dry paper and is pressed into shapé 
by hydraulic pressure of 6000 pounds. 
As to the paper used, any kind will do, 
but the makers intend to use old 
newspapers, because they are cheaper 
than other waste paper. 

In the process of manufacturing the 
spools the old papers are run through 
a shredding machine that, grinds and 
teara the paper up so that R looks very 
mech lke Unt or a fine fuzz. ft is 
then taken in a perfectly dry state 
and with a glutinous sizing placed in 
a mold and subjected to great hydrau- 
lic pressure. The spool when made 
consists of two pieces, which are 
together. . 
One feature of the spool is that no 
moisture of any kind its used in the 
process, and when it comes from the 
press it is as smooth as glass The 
spool manufactured by the American 
Thread Company. instead of being 
smooth, is rough, and has to be pol- 
ished. The fuzz, or powdered paper, 
from which the spool is made is gray 
before it is pressed. but after the proc- 
ess the spool is the color of rawhide 
leather and looks very much ne a 
wooden spool that has been varnished. 
The saving in this spoo! over the woden 
ene is in the cost of manufacture. It

and thereby saves nothing on the. 


But the cost of manufac- 
turing is less than half that of the 
wooden spools. e spools made are 
large ones, on which a large amount 
of thread is wound.

The Pariah of the Skyline. 

Tiere is a deal of ceyote hunting in 
the West that is not attended by the 
niceties of the club bunt. Ever since 
the first. ploneers pushed thetr way 
across the great plains the coyote hua 
been an outlaw, looking for no merdy 
at the band of man. His predatory 
haliits have made the animal the bane 
of the rafichman, and his howl hae 
made him the exasperation of the 
camper and the terror of the tender- 
foot. Then, too, his habit of sulking 
just within rifle range has were 
made him a tantalizing tafget for the 
man with the rifle. 

In spite of his unpopularity with a!l 
classes of men, however, the coyote 
has managed to hold his own better 
than any other animal in the. great 
West. The antelope is swifter of foot, 


of the coyote, has been lured within 
rife range untl practically exter- 
minated in many States. The ranch- 
man’s lust for fresh meat, the eastern 
tourist's desire for antlers and 
teeth, and the native who slays tor 
the market, have depopulated Colorado 
and several other States of their best 
game. The bear, cougar and bobcat 
have felt the same blighting influence, 
but the coyote still figures in the sky- 
line of the average western picture. 
Sometimes he is unwise enough to eat 
of polsohed carcasses of cattie, but 
this is seldom. Again, he falis a vic- 
tim to a coyote “drive”. organized by 
ranchmen end participated in by 
townspeople, tenderteet. newspaper 
correspondents and amateur pbotog- 
raphers..
